Community Pride In Local Stores 


And Newspaper Urged By Retail 


Merchants' Expert Before Rotary 


George V. Sheridan Makes An- 


alysis of Retail Conditions 


at Club Meeting. 


Changing retail conditions were 


subjected 
to a 
comprehensiva 


analysis before the Circleville Ro- 
tary club at its meetings-Thursday 
noon by George V. Sheridan, of 
Columbus, director 
of the Ohio 


Council of Retail Merchants. 


The growth of retail merchan- 


dising from Biblical times to the 
present day was traced by Mr. 
Sheridan as a background for his 
analysis of the modern situation. 
Reaching the present, era, the 
speaker described the development 
of the chain stores, the mail order 
houses and the department stores, 
all of which have been established 
to conduct business with the pub- 
lic in the most profitable form. 


In the meantime, with changing 


transportation conditions, retail 
areas have changed rapidly, he 
said. Stores in Ohio have in- 
creased rapidly until no agency in 
America knows even the approxi- 
mate number. 


Credit Is Factor 


"The widespread 
development 


of credit and installment selling 
is another factor in the modern 
competition," 
Mr. Sheridan said. 


"Credit terms of almost every con- 
ceivable type are being offered as 
sales inducements. Large 
credit 


granting even under 
the most 


careful supervision means a. cer- 
tain percentage of credit 
losses 


which have to be absorbed within 
the merchant's operating margin." 


The speaker described the in- 


feriority , complex in the 
mass 


thinking through which the aver- 
age resident- of every city, large 
or small, regardless of the charac- 
ter or standing' of that 
city's 


stores, has a rather low opinion of 
his home town as a. retail shopping 
center. He said that women shop- 
pers make useless trips .to other 
cities to obtain merchandise that 
could be purchased for the same 
prices in their home towns. 


Obtainable at Home 


To illustrate the point, 
Mr. 


Sheridan said that a visit to the 
greatest of New York stores will 
reveal that it is possible to buy in 
the home town merchandise offer- 
ed for sale in the 
metropolitan 


concerns. The only difference is 
in the price, which is lower in the

Woodbridge N. Feanris, Former 


Governor, Succumbs to 


Pneumonia Attack. 


WASHINGTON, Mar. 23 (INS) 


—Senator Woodbridge N. Ferris, 
(D) of Michigan, died here this 
morning after a short illness from 
bronchial pneumonia. 


Death came at 6:15 o'clock this 


morning in the hotel where 
he 


made his home in the capital. 
Members of his family, summoned 
a week ago when the doctors vir- 
tually gave up hope of saving hi3 
life, were at the bedside. The body 
will be taken to his Michigan 
home, at Big Rapids, for burial. 


Senator Ferris was 75 years old, 


and was serving his first term i- 
the senate. He recently announced 
that because of his advanced age 
and ill health he would not be a 
candidate for re-election- 


He was the first Democratic 


senator from his state in nearly 
half a century. He was elected in 
1922. defeating Senator Charles E. 
Townsead. 


Prior to his senate service he 


had served as governor of Michi- 
gan for two terms, in 1913-14 aud 
1915-16, and it was largely -jr-on 
his record as governor that the 
Democrats turned to him and 
elected him to the senate in the 
off-year elections of 1922.

George McDonald Alone 


Atones For Crime For 


Which Wife Also 


Was Convicted. 


VALLEYFIELD, Que., March 23 


—(INS)—George McDonald paid 
the supreme penalty 
alone this 


morning for the crime which the 
Canadian courts say he and Julia 
Palmer McDonald committed to- 
gether. At 5:37 o'clock Eastern 
Standard time Hangman Arthur 
Ellis stamped his foot down on the 
•metal spring to release the trap 
which sent the Broadway gunman 
into eternity with the cry "Jesus 
have mercy" on his lips. 


At 5:34 McDonald was led out 


from the cell-block in which he 
spent his last hours in a solemn 
processional led by Father Ver- 
schelden "his spiritual adviser, who 
intoned the death-ritual in solemn 
chant. 


Guarded by Convicts 


Five convicts 
from Bordeaux 


prison guarded McDonald in the 
dreary march of death up the nine- 
teen oaken, steps to the gallows 
platform. 


At 5.36 Hangman Ellis placed 


the noose over the head of the 
playboy of the Roaring 
Forties 


"and clamped down the black cap 
on his head. 


As the prison chajplain intoned 


again his chanted litany of death, 
"Jesus, have

mercy," Canada's official 
execu- 


tioner clamped down-his foot on 
the metal pedal that released the 
trap and" George McDonald's soul 
had flown to meet his Maker.
